The subject synthetic organic chemical, known as cloquintocet-mexyl, is used as a “safener” in wheat
herbicides to control wild oats and foxtail, where the inert “safener” ingredient helps protect the wheat
crop from the potential harmful effects of the herbicidal active ingredient. It is imported from France.
